On  n  Tnomoraniliim  datoil  lllh  July,  1878,  from  the  Honorable  the  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  rcportinj,'  that  on  the  1st  Juno,  1877,  an  Onler  in  CJouncil  was  passed 
in  afi^nrdancp  wiih  tiio  iii'i)vi>ions  of  Iho  Canadian  PaidHc  Riilway  A(!t  of  1874,  dofin- 
ini^  tiic  rniito  of  tlio  lailway  botweoii  Foil  William  on  the  Kaministiquia  Kivor,  and 
.laspoi-  IIoii'^o  and  Toto  Jauno  C^acdic. 

Tliat  the  sanio  Order  in  Council  also  dofino'l  the  route  from  tlio  last  named  point 
to  the  i'acili''  Octvm,  in  the  es'ont  of  the  Huto  Inli^t  or  l)oun  Inlet  r()utcs  l)L'ini^  uUi- 
iiiatoly  adopted;  thewo  beinj^  tiio  routes  through  British  Columbia,  one  of  whiidi  at 
that  time  it  seenu'd  probable  would  bi-  adopted. 

That  later  iiiform'Uion  has  shown  tliai  it  would  ijo  in  the  public  interest  that 
the  route  of  the  railway  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Tuto  Jauno  Cache  should  be 
towards  IJiii'rard  Inlet. 

The  .Minister  therefore  reeommends  that  the  route  of  tiie  railway  shall  be  de- 
fined i^enerally  as  passincr  from  the  neii^bliorhoo  I  of  the  Tote  Jaune  (,'aehe,  by  the 
Albreda  liiver  to  tlie  North  Thompson  J{iver,  and  dcseondini^  iho  valley  of  the  .--aid 
North  Thomjj^on  Kiver,  towanls  Katnloops  Lake  to  the  Frasor  Valley  at  Lytton,and 
thence  deseendini;  the  valley  of  the  Fi'/iser  by  Yale  and  Now  Wesfminster  to  Port 
Moody,  or  such  other  pcnnt  (ju  or  near  IJurrard  Inlot  us  may  be  found  tnoat  conven- 
ient lor  the  purpose  oi  liarbor  accommodation.

The  Committeo  of  Coancil  consider  it  advisnblo  to  reapectfully  invito  tlio  atten-
